H. G. S. Anderson of Musko- 
gee, Okla., metallurgist and min- 
ing engineer, testified today his 
former business associate, Lee 
B. Schumacher, tried to per- 
suade him by letter and tele- 
phone calls to destroy letters 
referring to former Internal Rev- 
enue Collector James P. Finne- 
gan because the grand jury was 
getting “hot.” 


Schumacher is on trial in 
United States District Court, 
charged with attempting to ob- 
struct justice, in trying to in- 
flfence Anderson, and also 
charged with perjury in five 
counts, ‘ 

The investigation into Finne- 
gan’s activities led to the indict- 
ment of his associate, Schumach- 
er. Finnegan is under a two- 
year prison sentence for miscon- 
duct in office but has not begun 
his term. 


Effort te Buy Nicare Plant. 


Anderson, Finnegan, Schu- 
macher and William M. Boyle 
Jr.. former chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
were associated in an abortive 
effort to buy the Government- 
owned Nicaro nickel plant in 
Cuba, the Government alleges. 
Today it was disclosed for thé 
first time that Finnegan’s for- 
mer law associate, Joseph R. 
Frager, also was associated with 
the group in trying to buy the 
nickel plant. 

Schumacher, a Kirkwood 
metallurgist, in testifying before 
the grand jury which indicted 
him, swore that he took no active 
part in an unsuccessful effort to 
persuade the May Department 
Stores Co. to hire Boyle as its 
attorney in pressing a $10,000,- 
000 income tax claim. 

The Government alleges that 
the Finnegan - Boyle group 
planned to use a $1,000,000 legal 
fee which they hoped to obtain 
from the May Co., in making a 
down payment on the nickel 
plant, originally worth $33,000,- 
000. The department store firm 
flatly rejected the proposition. 

Anderson, who has known 
Schumacher since both attended 
the Missouri School of Mines at 
Rolla many years ago, testified 
that in estimating the cost of 
reactivating the Nicaro plant, 
he had included $165,000 for an- 
nual legal retainers for Boyle 
and Finnegan. 

Says Schumacher Urged It. 

The veteran engineer testified 
he had set up this $165,000 re- 
tainer in the plan because Schu- 
macher had told him to do it 
that way. 

Under the proposal, Anderson 
related, he formed a group with 
Finnegan, Boyle and Schu- 
macher to try to buy the war 
surplus plant. Each was to have 
a one-fourth interest but Boyle 
and Finnegan would get the ad- 
ditional legal retainers, he ex- 
plained. 

At that time, Anderson con- 
tinued, Boyle was vice chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee and later became 
chairman. Schumacher told him, 
Anderson related, that Finnegan 
was Internal Revenue Collector 
in St. Louis and “there was a 
good chance he might become 
United States Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue.” 

In August or September 1949, 
the witness continued, he was in 
St. Louis and was seated in 
Schumacher’s automobile near 
the First National Bank when 
Schumacher told him that Boyle 
and Finnegan had a “possible 
source of money” in the May Co. 

Schumacher explained the de-

Immediate steps were ordered 
today by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker to test the validity of 
annexation of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the St. Louis municipal 
airport, by the city of Berkeley. 
Annexation was approved by 
Berkeley voters at a special elec- 
tion yesterday, 315 to 59. 

The proposal, to annex all of 


\the airport except the McDon- 


nell Aircraft Corp. property on 
the north side of the field, is 
subject to formal approval by 
the Berkeley Board of Aldermen 
tonight. 

Mayor Tucker instructed City 
Counselor Samuel H. Liberman 
to prepare a suit contesting the 
Berkeley action. The suit will 
be filed in circuit court at 
Clayton. 

Previously, the Mayor had de- 
clared that St. Louis was “un- 
alterably opposed to annexation 
of the airport” and would con- 
tinue its opposition until Berke- 
ley adopted a city charter set- 
ting forth the rights of the City 
of St. Louis at the airport fol- 
lowing annexation. 

Support on Stand. 

Mayor Tucker is supported in 
his stand by the Municipal Air- 
port Commission and the public 
utilities committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. City officials 
point out that, unless the city’s 
rights are specifically estab- 
lished by charter provision, 
changes could be made by sub- 
sequent boards of aldermen in 
Berkeley. 

Mayor Bill Bangert of Berke- 
ley said he would submit to his 
board of aldermen tonight a let- 
ter to Mayor Tucker promising 
co-operation “for the mutual 
| benefit of the entire community 
and the operation of the air- 
port.” 

“No differences can arise if 
the proper steps are taken now 
to avoid misunderstanding in the 
future,” the letter said. Bangert 
added he would propose that St. 
Louis officials submit sugges- 
tions to Berkeley “as to what we 
can do by ordinance, or gther- 
wise, to comply with the needs 
and requirements of St. Louis.” 

The Berkeley Mayor said he 
also would suggest a meeting of

but “I’ve lost skirmishes before.” 

The President, volunteering 
comment on the Democratic vic- 
tories, told a press conference 
he is confident that in the long 


run the American ople will 
approve the A ation’s 
program. 

Eisenhower, speaking with 


considerable feeling, declared in 
reply to a question that he would 
venture no opinion as to wheth- 
er the election results mean the 
Republicans are in trouble po- 
litically. 


But he added that he believes 
the Administration is on the 
way, slowly but surely, to pro- 
ducing a program which will win 
the support of the American 
people. 

Anniversary of Ejection. 

This was the first anniversary 
of Eisenhower's election as Pres- 
ident, and the Chief Executive 
went right to the matter of yes- 
terday’s election at the outset 
of the press conference. 

He was jaunty in a slate-blue 
double-breased suit with a blue 
shirt and blue figured tie. And 
he had a smile when he said 
he imagined there would be a lot 
of political questions, so he 
would deal with that matter 
first. 

Then he _ volunteered that 
quite naturally he was mot com- 
pletely pleased with the elec- 
tion results in every case. 

The former five-star general 
granted reporters’ request to 
quote him directly on the state- 
ment about skirmishes. 

A reporter noted that White 
House press secretary James C. 
Hagerty said last week that 
Eisenhower favored the election 
of all Republican candidates for 
public office. 

Means Indorsement, 

The reporters then asked 
whether it would be accurate to 
regard the Hagerty statement as 
an indorsement of Republican 
Paul Troast who was defeated 
by Democrat Robert B. Meyner 
for Governor of New Jersey. 

The President replied he had 
been assured that Troast was a 
fit man for the job and that 
under such circumstances he 
would regard the Hagerty state- 
ment as meaning that the Presi- 
dent had indorsed Troast. 

The President added that he 
was not, however, talking about 
the details of local issues.

Landslide Vote Sets 
New Deal - Fair Deal 
Backers to Aim at 
Capturing State in 
Next Year’s Races. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Robert F, Wagner Jr. was elect- 
ed Mayor of New York yester- 
day in a Democratic landslide 
that sent joy through the New 
Deal-Fair Deal wing of the 
party. 

His victory had been widely 
forecast, but the size of it and 
the New Deal-Fair Deal stamp 
he bore set his backers to dream- 
ing of capturing the state next 
year and nominating their type 
of presidential candidate in the 
1956 Democratic convention. 

Wagner won a four-year term 
by a plurality of 360,078 and 
nipped the political careers of 
his two major opponents, Repub- 


lican Harold Riegelman and Lib- 
eral Party Candidate Rudolph 
Halley. 


Carries 4 Boroughs. 

The son of the late United 
States Senator Robert PF. Wagner 
of New York carried four of the 
city’s five boroughs with ease. 
In “Queens, where Republican 
strength is greatest, he fought 
Riegelman to a virtual standoff. 

Final returns gave Wagner 
1,021,488 votes. to 661,410 for 
Riegelman and 468,392 for Hal- 
ley. A fourth candidate, Clif- 
ford T. McAvoy of the dying 
left-wing American Labor party, 
polled 54,372 votes. 

Wagner will have all but two 
of the 16 votes on the Board of 
Estimate, the city’s top governing 
body, and the Democrats will 
continue holding the city council 
by an overwhelming majority. 

A total of 2,205,662 persons 
out of 2,396,099 registered went 
to the polls. Wagner drew 46.3 
per cent of the mayoral vote, 
Riegelman 30.0, Halley 21.2 and 
McAvoy 2.5. 


Light Turnout. 


It was the lightest turnout 
since 1945, but Wagner’s plural- 
ity was the greatest since Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer’s 693,754 in the 
same year. 

Wagner succeeds Mayor Vin- 
cent R. Impellitteri Jan. 1 in the 
$40,000-a-year mayoralty. Im- 
pellitteri, elected as an Inde- 
pendent in 1950 after O’Dwyer 
resigned to become ambassador 
to Mexico, lost to Wagner 2-1 in 
the Democratic primary last 
Sept. 15. 

Inmapellitteri tried to run as an 
Independent after his primary 
defeat, but a court ruled his 
nominating petition did not have 
enough valid signatures. 

Virtually unknown to the na- 
tion at large except through his 
father, Wagner has been in poli- 
tics sfnce 1941 when he went to 
the state assembly from the 
same Yorkville district that sent 
his father there 33 years earlier. 


Concedes His Name Is Help. 


“Sure, my father helped me 
get started in politics and his 
name still helps,” conceded Wag- 
ner, who at 44 will be one of 
the youngest mayors in recent 
New York history. 


His father authored the Wag- 
ner labor relations act in 1935 
as a right-hand man to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 
early days of the New Deal. The 
elder Wagner died last spring. 

Tammany Hall was behind 
Wagner and his victory was a 
sweet one to the Manhattan 
Democratic organization, shut 
out in the last two city-wide 
elections. Tammany Chief Car- 
mine G. Desapio said: 

“I am confident that we are 
on eur way to*electing a Demo- 
cratic governor and a Democratic 
congress in 1954.”

TALKS ON REICH 
PRESIDENT SAYS 


Charges Soviet Note 
‘Manifests Intention 
to Create All Difficul- 


ties Possible.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower told his 
press conference today that Rus- 
sia has rejected the Western Big 
Three’s proposal for a foreign 
ministers’ conference on Ger- 
many’s future. 

“The Soviet note manifests no 
intention to get together but an 
intention to create as many dif- 
ficulties as possible,” the Presi- 
dent said in a prepared state- 
ment which he read. 

The 18-page Soviet rejection 
note, delivered yesterday, was a 
reply to the invitation whic the 
United States, Britain, and 
France issued Oct. 18 to the 
Russians to attend a conference 
on Germany at Lugano, Switzer- 
land, next Monday. 


Before the presidential press 
conference, State Department 
officials had described the Rus- 
sian note as fresh evidence that 
the Kremlin desires a kind of 
diplomatic stalemate at least for 
the time being. 


There was no immediate com- 
ment by the department but pri- 
vately, officials used such words 
as “evasive ...a severe disap- 
pointment” in speaking of the 
note. 

The gist of the note appeared 
to be contained in a reassertion 
of these two points which the 
Soviets had insisted on in a 
message to the Western gov- 
ernments in September: 

1.A_ five-power foreign 
ministers’ conference, includ- 
ing Red China, which would 
seek to ease tensions all over 
the world—apparently a free 
ranging negotiation putting 
many problems on one table. 

2. As a kind of second half 
of the big meeting, a confer- 
ence of the foreign ministers 
of Russia and the three big 
Western powers, without Red 
China, to discuss the German 
question.

Meyner Beats Troast by 
154,000—First Demo- 


crat ‘Chief Executive 
in 10 Years. 


NEWARK, N.J., Nov. 4 (AP)— 
New Jersey Democrats struck a 
surprise double blow at Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's Administra- 
tion yesterday, winning the gov- 
ernorship and a Sixth District 
congressional seat for the first 
time in years. 

Unofficial returns showed 
Democrat Robert B. Meyner, a 
county lawyer, had defeated Re- 
publican Paul L. Troast, a con- 
tractor, for the governorship by 
about 154,000 votes. He will be 
the first Democratic Governor 
in 10 years. 

In a close race, Democrat Har- 
rison A. Willioms Jr. beat Re- 
publican George F. Hetfield by 
2000 votes in the state’s Sixth 
Congressional District, where a 
Republican won in 1952 by 54,- 
000 votes. The G.O.P. had held 
the district since it was gerry- 
mandered Republican in 1932. 

54 Per Cent for Meyner. 

Complete unofficial returns 
gave Meyner 959,669 votes, or 54 
per cent of the total vote re- 
ported. 

Troast, chairman of the New 
Jersey Turnpike Authority, re- 
ceived 805,750, or 45 per cent. 

Two independents and a So- 
cialist-Labor candidate picked 
only splinter percentages. 

In the sixth district race, Wil- 
liams received an unofficial to- 
tal of 68,793 to 66,796 for Het- 
field. 

The Meyner victory compared 
with a 350,000 plurality given to 
President Eisenhower last year 
and a 75,860-vote triumph by 
Republican Gov. Alfred E. Dris- 
coll in the 1949 election. Dris- 
coll refused to seek a third term. 

Williams becomes the sixth 
Democrat in New Jersey’s 14- 
man gongressional delegation. 

The New Jersey Legislature 
remained firmly in control of 
the Republicans, who won 17 of 
the Senate’s 21 seats and 40 of 
the 60 Assembly posts. The Sen- 
ate line-up remained the same 
as this year, but the Democrats 
picked up three seats in the elec- 
tion, which also brought a ref- 
erendum vote to legalize bingo. 

~Troast Loses Stronghold.

Talbott Interview on Atom Bombs 
For Air Bases in Spain Described 


Secretary’s Statement Reported Revised 
Several Times After Astounded Reporter 
Asked for Clarification. 


MADRID, Spain, Nov. 4 (AP) 
—The Spanish press gave wide 
play to statements credited to 
Harold E. Talbott, United States 


Air Force Secretary, saying 
atomic weapons would be avail- 
able at American bases in Spain, 
provided the Spanish govern- 
ment gives its agreement. 

Informaciones, an evening 
headlined its ac- 
count: “Atomic bombs in Spain 
by agreement between Spanish 
and American governments.” 

This is what happened at the 
news conference held Monday 
by Talbott and Gen. Nathan 
Twining, Chief of Staff of the 
Air Force: 

Talbott told reporters that 
atomic weapons would be made 
available for both American 
planes based in Spain and those 
of the Spanish air force. 

An American correspondent, 
astounded at the statement, 
asked Talbott for clarification. 
There were hasty conferences 
among Talbott’s aids and cor- 
rected versions began to be

Finally the Secretary came up 
with this version: “We will even- 
tually some time in the future 
have atomic weapons here.

The academy gave the physics 
prize, of similar value, to Dr. 


Frederik Zernike for his inven- 
tion of the face contrast micro- 
scope which greatly facilitated 
the study of living matter. 

The two awards complete the 
list of Nobel prizes for 1953. The 
winners will receive their hon- 
ors and cash here Dec. 10, fifty- 
seventh anniversary of the death 
of Alfred Nobel, Swedish discov- 
erer of dynamite who set up the | 
fund for the annual awards.

The Swedish academy said the 
award was for Dr. Staudinger’s 
discoveries in “the chemistry of 
giant molecules.” 

Dr. Staudinger was the first 
scientist to recognize these mole- 
cules and to determine their 
chemical structure and behavior. 

He introduced the term “mac- 
romolecules,” which means ex- 
ceedingly plastic large mole- 
cules. 


Macromolecules form the basis 
of the rapidly expanding billion- 
dollar plastics industry. They 
make up the novel “test tube 
textiles,” all synthetic rubbers 
as well as natural rubber, and 
a great many of the most vital 
substances in living tissue, like 
proteins, starch, cellulose and 
other carbohydrates. 

Before Dr. Staudinger’s dis- 
coveries, virtually all of these 
giant molecules were viewed by 
chemists as little more than 
chaotic lumps of smaller “real” 
molecules.

Trend Is Confirmed 


Three weeks ago the carefully arranged cele- 
bration of President Eisenhower's birthday was 
marred by the political revolt in agricultural 
Wisconsin which sent a Democrat to Congress 
for the first time from the dairying region 
around Eau Claire.

While some Administration figures attempted 
to discount the Wisconsin result as a local af- 
fair, discounting the New Jersey returns on that 
basis will be risky counsel to leave at the White 
House. Political links to crime and corruption 
were a leading issue in New Jersey where 
G.O.P. Gov. Driscoll’s Administration was under 
fire for scandals and the Republican nominee to 
succeed him was revealed as an interceder for 
convicted racketeer Joey Fay. But crime and 
corruption were national issues in the campaign 
last year. If they were national issues then, 
they are national issues now, 

Moreover the Republicans made the New 
Jersey governorship a popularity test for the 
President. They campaigned on the slogan that 
a “defeat for Troast is a defeat for Eisenhow- 
er.”. They spent far more money than the 
Democrats and they stumped the state with 
leading party campaigners. As for the election 
of Democratic Harrison A. Williams to Congress 
from the Rahway-Elizabeth-Plainfield industrial- 
suburban district—never before Democratic— 
the most seasoned of New Jersey political ob- 
servers did not expect the revolt to go so far 
as that!

There is only one way to read these returns 
and that is that Congress would go overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic if a national election were held 
today. Why is this? What is the meaning of 
this news from the polls to be read by the man 
who lives in the White House and who seems to 
be nat above it all, but rather apart from it, off 
to one side? 

The meaning is plain and unmistakable. The 
American people want a leader in the presi- 
dency. They want an Executive who studies out 
the problems in consultation with the best pos- 
sible advisers, decides what the solutions should 
be, puts his program promptly before Congress 
and takes strong, positive steps in achieving its 
adoption within the framework of the democratic 
process. ’ 

The people do not like “government by post- 
ponement.” They do not like the confusion of 
one policy one day and another the next. They 
do not like today’s assertion by one official can- 
celed by tomorrow’s denial by another. In 
retrospect they do not like many promises and 
few deliveries. ,

One week from now the country will be read- 
ing the returns from still another special con- 
gressional race—to fill a Republican vacancy in 
Los Angeles. If Democratic George Arnold 
wins there, it will be three out of three against 
the dwindling majority in Congress. It will be 
an anti-Administration judgment from a white- 
collar city district on the heels of revolutionary 
reverses from rural and industrial-suburban dis- 
tricts. It will be a sampling from both coasts 
and the Middle West. a 

The danger in this situation is that the Re- 
publican enemies of Eisenhower in Congress 
will now decide to cut loose from him and go it 
alone. If they do they can either wreck what- 
ever program the President submits in January 
or leave it up to the Democrats to come to his 
rescue. Behind these latest returns a crisis 
within the President’s own party is taking form. 
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Qusted as Security Risks 

The recent White House announcement that 
1456 federal employes have been dismissed or 
have resigned as security risks emphasizes a 
point which President Eisenhower made in 
his State of the Union message. 

He said the responsibility for “keeping out 
the disloyal and the dangerous” rests primarily 
on the Executive branch. This first report, cov- 
ering the four months since the Administration's 
security procedures were put into effect, sug- 
gests that the Executive branch is taking its 
responsibility seriously. 

During five years of loyalty proceedings under 
the Truman Administration, a total of about 
6900 persons were disqualified for federal em- 
ployment on loyalty grounds and either re- 
signed or were dismissed. As to whether the 
Eisenhower Administration is doing a better 
job at loyalty checks than its pfedecessor, com- 
parisons are impossible because the standards 
have been changed. 

The present security procedures lump to- 
gether as undesirable federal employes the dis- 
loyal, the untrustworthy, the excessive drinkers 
and pefsons with other personal faults. Thus the 
removal of 1456 “security risks” does not mean 
that there were that many proved cases of dis- 
loyalty, Yet as Roscoe Drummond recently 
wrote, this record when taken in conjunction 
with the decline of Communist party member- 
ship, the prosecution of party leaders and the 
purging of Communists from union leadership, 
shows that great progress has been made “in 
immobilizing Communism in the United States.” 
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Exemptions Not the Issue 

It would be surprising to learn that anybody 
was surprised by State Senator Robert Pent- 
land’s find?fig that most voters would prefer an 
earnings tax with “reasonable deductions for the 
expense of maintaining home and family.” 

What is important is that 52.3 per cent of 
those who responded to Mr. Pentland’s poll were 
for the tax with deductions, another 18.3 per 
cent were for it as is, and only 29.4 per cent 
were against the continuation of the tax. This 
shows that 7 out of 10 voters in his South Side 
district are aware of the importance of this tax 
to the city’s operating efficiency. If these fig- 
ures can be extended to the community a 

it does not seem unfair to do so— 


they demonstrate a genuine willingness to pay 
for municipal services rendered. 

We hope that this fact, rather than the ques- 
tion of exemptions, will impress itself on the 
Legislature if it is called into special session to 
consider extension of the tax. The exemptions 
issue is a valid one—but not at this point. Since 
the present enabling act empowers the granting 
of deductions, this is a question for the Alder- 
men rather than for the Legislature. 

What is important now is not the refinement 
of this tax, but the necessary action to keep it 
on the books, the action necessary to avoid an 
$8,000,000 drop in the city’s income and the 
implied cut in vital services, First things should 
come first. That means persuading Gov. Donnel- 
ly to call the Legislature together, and then 
persuading the legislators to grant St. Louis the 
power to avert a very serious crisis. 
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Opportunity of a Lifetime 

The small attendance at the Van Gogh exhi- 
bition—two weeks’ total of 36,818—compares 
most unfavorably with 229,000 visitors to the 
Berlin masterpieces in 19 days, and 289,000 
visitors to the Vienna art treasures in 50 days.

‘leries are large enough to make a good audi- 


ence, small enough to permit everyone a good 
view of the pictures. However, if thousands of 
people wait to cram their attendance into the 
last few weeks, they are going to produce 
crowds considerably less comfortable than the 
ones they now imagine themselves avoiding. 

So far, despite the smallness of attendance, 
the show has been visited by persons from 43 
states, Alaska, Hawaii, Mexico and 20 countries 
in Latin America, Europe and Asia. 

They have had their hearts lifted by the 
light and airy happiness of “Fresh Grass in the 
Park,” shuddered at the ominous familiarity of 
“Cypress With a Star,” laughed with the bright 
colors of life in “Sunflowers,” felt gay or mel- 
ancholy as their temperaments dictate at the 
golden luminosity of “Outdoor Cafe, Starry 
Night.” Even youngsters speak with excitement 
of the wheat that did not stand but leaned, the 
road that went nowhere, in Van Gogh’s last 
painting, “Cornfield With Crows.” 

During the rest of November, the Van Gogh 
show will continue to offer a chance of a life- 
time to people in or within reach of St. Louis. 
The best way to make sure of not being crowded 
out at the last moment, or otherwise missing 
this wonderful opportunity, is to go—promptly. 
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All in Six Weeks

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Farm Problems Are National 


Some of the Southern governors who heard 
Secretary Benson argue for greater state par- 
ticipation in farm programs went to the heart 
of the matter right away. They wondered what 
the states would use for mogey. If the Federal 
Government is going to unload some of its farm 
burdens, said Gov. Clement of Tennessee, it 
will have to open up seme new tax resources to 
the states. 

Given a Secretary of Agriculture who seems 
deeply convinced that the Federal Government 
is doing too much for agriculture, one can fully 
understand his wish that the states would do 
more. But wishful thinking is a poor basis for 
policy, and the whole history of farm policy in 
this country should convince Mr. Benson that 
the direction of development is decidedly not 
toward greater state and less federal action. 

Nor would any juggling of tax revenues be- 
tween state and federal governments make a 
fundamental difference in the problem, If there 
is a reason for governmental aid to agriculture 
at all, it is that the nation as a whole has an 
interest in the prosperity of farmers. When 
agriculture is depressed, the farm states are de- 
pressed. If there is to be support of farm in- 
come, it must be shared broadly by all regions 
and all groups of the population. 

How much support there should be, and what 
forms it should take, are questions with which 
Mr. Benson is properly conce in the for- 
mulation of his own farm policy. He will save

This 
is an asinine statement. 

The secretary had announced his 
plan last month as a “tentative pro- 
posal” and publicly. invited criticisms 
and ons, Now he says in effect 
that the only criticism comes from 
gritics. Or liars: 


To my face Mr. Benson ma¢e onef Seon ts be ariel 


simply astounding statement concerning 
congressional criticism which anybody 
who reads the papers could prove to 
be not a fact. 

I recited the provable fact of the 
matter to him and named one of the 
most important of his congressional 
critics who not only had been doing his 
utmost to shield Mr. Benson from po- 
litical fire but had got his information 
independently through exhaustive in- 
quiry at the Department of Agriculture 
by his own office staff. 

The only witness to this conversation 
with Benson was one of his own office 
yes-men. 


Where Mr. Benson has blundered the 
most seriously, from the standpoint of 
getting his job done, is in laying his 
own personal integrity, as well as that 
of some of his staff, open to question. 


A Question of Time 


No one has dared raise the question 
up to now in the case of Benson per- 
sonally, but it will inevitably be raised 
now. There is documentary evidence 
that the secretary has not dealt 
straightforwardly with Congress or with 
the public. 


On Oct. 27 a question-and-answer 
sheet “explaining” the reorganization 
was distributed to Congressmen and to 
all soil district supervisors in the na- 
tion, accompanying a letter bearing 
Ezra Benson’s signature. The final 
question-and-answer was this: 

“Q. When would this reorganization 
be put into effect? 

“A. It will require several weeks to 
work out sufficient of the detail before 
a start can be made in actually imple- 
menting the reorganiz’tion. We will 
welcome any suggestions during this 
period that people may have regarding 
their ideas as to the type of reorganiza- 
tion that would best serve the farmers 
of the nation.” 

If this did not clearly mean that no 
start would be made on reorganizing 
SCS for several weeks, I know of one 
very influential Congressman who was 
assured by Benson personally that it 
meant just that—that the plan would 
not be made effective for at least sey- 
eral weeks. 


Not the Last of It 


Yet Benson’s order of Monday, Nov. 
2, says: “Effective today the state _of- 
fices of the Soil Conservation Service 
are given greater responsibility for pro- 
gram formulation and execution and 
regional offices are abolished. . . . The 
regional directors and their staffs are 
transferred to the staff of the ad- 
ministrator, Soil Conservation Service.” 

What is at stake is not just the fate 
of seven regional offices—but the ad- 
ministrative and technical effectiveness 
of an agency vital to the soil conserva- 
tion movement and to an adequate ad- 
ministration record in natural resources 
conservation. . 

Beyond that, there is a record of 
double-dealing and double-talking by 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of Agriculture in this whole 
matter which means he has by no means 
heard the last of it, and has started 
something he can’t finish.

POETRY AND THE AGE. by Randall Jarrell. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, 271 pgs., $4.) 

THE FORLORN DEMON, Didactic and Critical Es 
seys, by Alien Tate, (Regnery, 180 pgs. $3.) 

These are two fine books, remarkably 
similar in subjects, remarkably differ- 
ent in tone. Mr. Jarrell is a critic-poet- 
teacher whose reputation has been built 
in the last 10 years; Mr. Tate, critic- 
poet-teacher-editor, has a quarter cen-

Germany. The Franco-American 
misunderstanding can re- 
solved only if we start from the 
postulate that in 1953 the prob- 
lem is not how to contain the 
Red Army at the Elbe, but what 
is to be the place of Germany 
in post-war Europe. - 

This is now the paramount 
question everywhere in Western 
Europe. This great problem with 
its vast historic consequences 
can never be solved, can only be 
hopelessly muddled up, by the 
simple-minded notion that the 
12 German divisions would make 
Europe safe against the Russians 
and would permit the larger 
part of the American ground 
forces to be withdrawn. 


Power With a Grievance. 


It is in this context that the 
problems of the European army 
and of the still larger project 
of political federation have now 
to be dealt with. It is, I believe, 
reasonably plain what is the 
problem that has to be solved. 

It is how to achieve and main- 
tain a balance of power within 
the Western continent which 
will prevent German hegemony 
and domination. 

E.D.C., for example, is advo- 
cated as a device for restraining 
the dominating power of Ger- 
many; it is opposed on the 
ground that it will not restrain 
and might facilitate German 
domination in Western Europe. 

This preoccupation with Ger- 
man domination is not imagina- 
ry, hysterical or sentimental. It 
is general in all sections of 
West European opinion and it 
is shared by a very considerable 
number of impeccable and high- 
ly responsible Germans. 

It rests on the evident fact 
that Western Germany is the 
largest, strongest, country in 
Europe, that it is at once full 
of energy and at the same time 
bound to resent the partition, 
the dismemberment and the oc- 
cupation. A great power, with 
great grievances is not some- 
thing to be shrugged off. 

It is absurd that any American 
should find it difficult to un- 
derstand the reluctance of the 
French to merge their own 
sovereign independence in a 
superstate which on present 
prospects is certain to be domi- 
nated by Germany. 

An American who dared to 
suggest the relinquishment of 
American sovereignty to a super- 
national, to a super-American 
federation, would probably be 
investigated by the F.B.I. and 
hauled up before the McCarthy 
committee. 

Now there may be, and prob- 
ably there are, good reasons 
why the French should do what 
neither we nor the British would 
dream of doing. But it is in- 
decent to treat their natural and 
legitimate reluctance as a sign 
of moral inferiority.

Neither suggestion was detailed, 
but supporters of the motion 
urged adaption of both “in prin- 
ciple.”

Gov. Robert F. Kennon of 
Louisiana, who has been defend- 
ing the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion at every turn in this confer- 
ence, told reporters: “No com- 
ment.” 

‘Best Candidates Won.’ 
Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas, 
another Eisenhower Democrat, 
* said he supposed “the best can- 
. didates. won” in all of the crucial 
‘ elections. He said he was not 

qualified to interpret the results. 

Murray and Johns were not 
-so reticent. 

“The Republicans are not 
méasuring up to their promises 
and the voters are catching up ‘ 
with them at the polls,” Johns 
said.

WAS IN CHEMICAL DRUMS 


BOSTON, Nov. 4 (AP)—A Bos- 
ton fire department official tes- 
tified yesterday that the fire 
which swept the Norwegian 
freighter Black Falcon Monday, 
killing seven longshoremen, was 
“entirely” in drums of sodium 
peroxide stowed in the hold. 

Edward F. Montgomery, chief 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau, 
told a Coast Guard board of in- 
quiry: “I think the whole fire 
was in the drums and that it 
communicated to the dunnage.

U.S. Converting to High-Speed, 
Operatorless Elevator as Saving 


1600 Who Run Regular Lifts Cost Govern- 
ment $4,000,000 a Year — Con- 
version Expense High. 


By ARTHUR EDSON 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Government officials have fig- 
ured out a new way to save tax- 
payers a little money over a 
long haul, They are taking the 
operators out of elevators. 

The .Government’s General 
Services Administration runs a 
majority of the federal office 
buildings. And it alone hires 
1600 operators at an annual cost 
of $4,000,000. 

Possibly you have not given 
much serious thought to eleva- 
tors lately, so let us drop in on 
@ man who has — Charles A. 
Peters, who heads the building 
management division for Gen- 
eral Services. 

A safe elevator first was in- 
vented a hundred years ago, 
thereby making the skyscraper 
possible. Now high speed opera- 
torless elevators have come 
along, and Peters is convinced 
that is the hottest elevator news 
in a century. 

Peters attended a meeting of 
the National Association of 
Building Owners and managers, 
in Pittsburgh, and “I'd say oper- 
atorless elevators were the ‘hit 
of the show.” 

An operatorless elevator; such 

the pokey j 


has been 
around for a long time. But the 
high speed elevator is something 
different. 

Now it is possible to have a 
whole bank of operatorless ele- 
vators. They will automatically 
weigh the customers so that tht 
door will shut when there is a 
full house, and will keep the 
proper number of lifts running, 
with additional elevators coming 
into service as the traffic picks 


up. 
__Not many buildings in the 


EE 


country are equipped with the 
new machines. But the new 
General Accounting Office here 
is, and everything is working so 
well Peters says that serious con- 
sideration will be given to put- 
ting operatorless elevators in 
every future Government office 
building. 


The Government has only 50 
operatoriess elevators so far. It 
is the conversion cost—$25,000 
apiece—that keeps the brakes 
on. Even so, Peters says, there 
is enough saving in operators’ 
salaries to pay for the change- 
over in around seven years. 


One nice thing about the pres- 
ent pace: No operator will lose 
his job since he always can be 
shifted to another elevator still 
unconverted.

The baseball Rules Committee, 
in another major change, voted 
today to give the offensive team 
an option of accepting or de- 
clining a balk penalty aghinst 
the pitcher.

so far as the N.C.A.A. president 
who would abolish the game 
“unless it is cleansed of hypoc- 
risy, skulduggery and cheating.” 

Dr. A. B. Moore, president of 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and faculty chair- 
man of athletics at Alabama, 
said the blame for eurrent evils 
in the sport is shared by alumni, 
parents of athletics, coaches and 
college officials. He made the 
charge in a speech at Talladega, 


ebb that even the flash of a/ Als 


deer’s white tail was something 
to be told and re-told in Missouri 
and most of the other states 
that now have large herds. 

Some 50,000 Missourians will 
converge on the 15 million acres 
of woodland Nov. 5-7 and there 
is no doubt the kill will be even 
greater than the 7500 taken last 
year. The herd has increased 
and the relaxing of regulations 
will enhance the hunter’s op- 
portunities. Forty-one counties 
will be open south of the Mis- 
souri River, all of them open to

ties. An additional six counties 
north of the Missouri River— 
Warren, Montgomery, Callaway, 
Boone, Chariton and Livingston 
—will be open to “bucks only.” 

Shortage of Wild Forage. 

This year’s drouth and the 
shortage of acorns in many areas 
have scattered the white-tails to 
regions where deer have never 
been sighted heretofore. Leroy 
J. Korschgen, deer biologist of 
the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, reporting on a five-year 
study of deer eating habits, stat- 
ed that oak products, mostly 
acorns, make up almost 43 per 
cent of the total diet. 

In many of the hill counties 
in the Ozarks the acorn crop, 
especially of the preferred white 
oaks, is in short supply. Soy bean 
fields and corn are being utilized 
by the deer to make up for the 
acorn deficiency. The Missouri 
River-border counties were hit 
most heavily this year by deer 
utilization of farm crops. In 
years when wild forage was more 
abundant, the use of farm crops 
dropped in all regions.

were eight of them—caft be en- 
tirely eliminated if every hunter 
will accept his own individual 
responsibility of absolute gun 
safety. Five deaths and three 
injuries were a blot on an other- 
wise enviable safety record Mis- 
souri hunters have been build- 
ing up since 1944. If a hunter 
isn’t absolutely certain he sees 
a deer, he’d better hold his fire. 
Lots of living things use Mis- 
souri’s woods, and movement in 
the brush could be a jersey cow, 
a dun-colored horse—or even a 
man, Until you are dead cer- 
tain, don’t pull that trigger. It 
might mean a lifetime of re- 
morse and regret. 
Hunters on Trial. 

This year in Missouri some 
50,000 deer hunters will be on 
trial. The results could destroy 
public relations for a decade. 
It could also bring about a 
better and closer relationship 
between the sportsmen and the 
farmer and landowner. The 
three-day. deer season could 
conceivably bring about millions 
of dollars in damage or it could 
result in no damage whatsoever. 
It could be that the carelessness 
of a very few could bring about 
the penalizing and punishment 
of the many. 

Danger from wildfire in the 
forests will possibly be the 
greatest ever known in the his- 
tory of the state. The woods 
have been a. veritable powder 
keg all summer and fall and 
ae rains of major magnitude 
can relieve the situation. The 
emergency has been so great 
that Gov. Donnelly has issued 
a special declaration warning of 
fire damage. 

I. T. Bode, in appealing to the 
sportsmen, said, “The. Commis- 
sion does not want to clamp 
down on methods now legal, but 
if the situation gets worse and 
sportsmen do not help them- 
selves, we may be forced to 
abandon many of our present 
methods for taking wildlife for 
the duration of the emergency.” 
Only several ground - soaking 
rains will entirely eliminate th 
grave fire danger. 3 

Volunteer fire fighters are be- 
ing organized throughout the 
state and the horde of deer 
hunters can render yeoman serv- 
ice by helping fight any fire 
that might break out near their 
camp, and also by making sure 
that no one in their camp is 
the cause of any woods fire. 
Camp and cooking fires will be 
a necessity. No campfire should 
be left unguarded, Matches, 
cigarettes, and pipe dottle should 
be carefully extinguished ex- 
tinguished and leaves and debris 
raked away from the location on 
which the fire is, built. Future 
deer hunting during dry sea- 
sons will be based on the results 
attained and each hunter has a 
stake in the outcome. Safety and 
fire prevention should be upper- 
most in the minds of all and 
the results rest squarely on the 
shoulders of each individual to 
preve\t and eliminate accidents 
and wildfires.

game. 

Siegel’s decision came after 
he had been demoted from the 
first-team backfield by Head 
Coach Carl Snavely. Snavely, 
at Monday’s practice, told the 
squad he was not pleased with 
the way it played at Western 
Reserve when the Bruins were 
beaten, 20-14, last Saturday. One 


of Snavely’s moves was to pro- 
mote Jim Utz to a starting berth 
with Ted Dunn, Bill Dean and 
Jim Burst. 

Siegel, according to Snavely, 
then asked to leave early to re- 
port to his after-school job in a 
drug store. Permission was 
given Mel, but his failure to 
show up for last night's practice 
was something of a surprise. 

Coach Uninformed. 

“As far as I know,” Snavely 
said, 
of the squad. Sometimes the 
boys fail to show up, or they 
may even quit without letting 
me know, but so far Siegel has 
said nothing to me.” 

Siegel, a graduate of Clayton 
High School, played at Univer- 
sity of Alabama before he de- 
cided to transfer to Washington 
U. He and the player who will 
replace him, Jim Utz, have 
gained exactly the same num- 
ber of yards in six games, 182. 
Ted Dunn, 630, is the leader and 
Jim Burst, 256, is second.

COUNTY GROWTH PLAN 


Says ‘Uncontrolled’ Expan- 
sion That Hurt City Will 
Be Avoided. 


St. Louis county will seek 
to avoid the kind of unplanned 
and “uncontrolled” growth 
which brought near-strangula- 
tion te downtown St. Louis, 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews said today. 

Speaking before the Webster 
Gfoves League of Women Vot- 
at First Congregational 
Church, Webster Groves, Mat- 
thews said county leaders are 
aware that the well being of the 
entire metropolitan area de- 
pends on the soundness of the 
individual parts. 

“In 1875,” he declared, “when

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the city fathers of St. Louis de- 
cided that the city’s present area 
would be all that was required 
for the city’s development, they 
cut St. Louis county off as a 
burden.” 


The advent of the automobile 
changed conditions radically, 
Matthews said, but the 1875 type 
of thinking, suitable for horse- 
and-buggy traffic, “carried over 
to such an extent that after the 
automobile became a reality no 
planning was done to keep 
downtown St. Louis open as the 
heart of an expanded commu- 
nity.” 

“The same kind of thinking 
today,” he continued, “might 
lead us in St. Louis county to 
believe that it will not harm us 
= - St. Louis further stran- 
gled.” 


Matthews assured his audi- 
ence, however, that leaders in 
both county and city are con- 
vinced of the necessity for ra- 
tional planning for future growth 
in the best interests of all con- 
cerned. 

He warned that unless proper 


traffic thoroughfares and con- 
trol are provided in crowded 
eastern areas of the county, the 
congestion will result in an 
exodus to central and western 
parts, leaving blighted areas.

NEUTRAL PARLEY 
ROLE BY INDIA 
ASSAILED BY RHEE 


‘Let It Come to Talks as 
Communist State’ or 
Not at All, ROK Chief 
Says. 


SEOUL, Nov. 4 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee violently at- 
tacked today suggestions that 
India be given a‘limited role in 
the Korean peace conference as 
a compromise with Communist 
demands for neutral participa- 
tion. 

Preliminary talks at Panmun- 
jom on arrangements for the po- 
litical conference are deadlocked 
over Red insistence on giving 
Russia and Asiatic neutrals a 
voice in settling Korea's future. 

“Let India come to the con- 
ference as a Communist state,” 
Rhee said in a written answer to 
questions by United Press. 

“But as a neutral, never!” 

While many American offi- 
clals have been outspoken in 
their praise of the Indians’ fair- 
ness in handling the neutral 
custody of unrepatriated pris- 
oners, Rhee charged that they 
have sided with the Commu- 
nists. 

Charge by Rhee. 


“The Indians are not involved 
in Korea except as propagandists 
for the Communists,” he said. 
“At.the Panmunjom ' prisoner 
compounds, the 5500 or more 
Indian troops are parading 
about in a demilitarized zone 
armed to the teeth, killing and 
abusing anti-Communist prison- 
ers.” 

Rhee indicated that one of the 
principal reasons for his ani- 
mosity to India was its effort 
to be neutral. 

“Those who do not care 
whether democracy survives are 
not neutrals, anyway,” he said, 
“they are against us.” 

Rhee expressed confidence 
that the United Nations would 
not back down in its opposition 
to neutral participation in the 
peace conference and would not 
negotiate the issue in the cur- 
rent Panmunjom talks. 

Reference to Dean. 

He said United States special 
envoy Arthur H. Dean, negotiat- 
ing for all the U.N. allies and 
South Korea, has no authority 


to settle the composition of the 
peace conference. 

“He cannot act, nor can any 
action be taken, to alter the con- 
ference composition without ref- 
erence of the whole matter to 
the Republic of Korea and the 
anti-Communist allies that have 
helped to fight the war,” Rhee 
said. 

The peace conference, he said, 
“is not supposed to be the meet- 
ing of a debating society but a 
face-to-face showdown pitting 
the Republic of Korea and its 
Allies against the aggressor 
Communists. 

“There is just one issue, and 
that is the ROK-U.S. and U.N. 
insistence that the Reds get out 
of all Korea and stay out.” 

He declined to state clearly 
what action he would:take if the 
convening of the peace confer- 
ence is blocked indefinitely by 
the controversy over neutral 
participation, 

It was scheduled to aah. ac- 
cording to the armistice agree- 
ment’s recommendations, before 
Oct. 28. Rhee has declared he 
will walk out of the conference 
and take up arms again if it 
failed to produce agreement on 
Korean unification in 90 days of 
debate. 


Pessimism on Conference, 
By the Associated Press. 

Rhee said he doubts if any 
questions can be peacefully set- 
tled at a peace conference. 

“In the event the political con- 
ference fails, or is never held, 
the Republic of Korea must act 
to unify Korea and drive from 
our soil the Chinese who now 
are settling in the north with 
the idea of eventually seizing 
the whole country,” Rhee said. 

“In this action we would wel- 
come the support of the United 
States and the United Nations, 
but we do not ask them to stay, 
against their wish, solely for the 
sake of Korea. If they do not 
feel now, as they did at the be- 
ginning of the war, that the 
fight for Korea is a fight for 
themselves, then we do not urge 
them to do any more fighting in 
Korea.” 

Rhee said the Reds have 
brought Chinese settlers into the 
northern part of Korea, have re- 
inforced their army and air 
force, have refused to negotiate 
in good faith at the current pre- 
liminary political talks at Pan- 
munjom, and “have plotted with 
the Indian custedial force to 
force desperately unwilling pris- 
oners to go back to the chains 
of Red slavery.” 

“Certainly the Communists 
plan to attack again —after 
again as much as they can with- 
out cost,” he said. “For them 
a political stalemate would be 
of the moment only. Once the 
free world had relaxed its de- 
fense, the Reds would be right 
back again with their imple- 
ments of war, seeking to buy at 
any cost every last inch of Ko- 
rean territory.”

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COTTON SPROUTS 
IN SOUTH-SIDE 
TINY PLANTATION 


Frank Wakeman, owner of the 
most unlikely cotton-growing 
area in these parts, sized up his 
crop today and decided to pass 
the bolls out to school children. 

Wakeman admitted his aston- 
ishment that his miniature plan- 
tation proved so fertile—it is a 


narrow strip of ground along 
the base of a brick wall behind 
his home at 3300A South Broad- 
way, a vicinity not noted for 
high cotton. 

Last May Wakeman planted 
a handful of cottonseed he 
picked up from the bed of a 
truck. He said, “I just want to 
see if it would grow.” 

Grow it did—so high the 
plants now have to be supported 
with sticks, and the bolls are as 
large as small oranges. Wake- 
man told the kids, some who 
never saw cotton bolls, to help 
themselves. He said, “Some of 
my Arkansas friends tell me this 
stand would go a bale to the 
acre, if 1 had an acre.”

WON BY DEMOCRATS 


Republicans Victorious in 
Syracuse—Other Munic- 
ipal Results. 


ALBANY, N.Y., Nov. 4 ‘AP)— 
Democrats gloated over election 
triumphs in the state’s two larg- 
est cities, New York and Buf- 
falo, as well as in 18 other 
cities, today. 

Republicans pointed to their 
wresting of Syracuse, the state's 
fourth city, from Democratic 


control and noted they had won 
25 of the mayoral contests. 


Municipal contests overshad- 
owed the voting on the proposed 
amendments to the State Con- 
stitution. Mounting returns ver- 
ified approval of all nine. 

One of the amendments au- 
thorized doubling the Govern- 
or’s salary — from $25,000 to 
$50,000 a year. The increase 
must be voted by the State Leg- 
islature. 

Legislative Races. 


Almost forgotten, too, were 
nine legislative elections, to fill 
vacancies. The results ran true 
to political form in each dis- 
trict, leaving Republicans with 
their same margin of control— 
37 to 19 in the Senate and 98 to 
52 in the Assembly. 


Republicans picked up five 
mayoral seats—four from the 
Democrats and one from an In- 
dependent. Their biggest tri- 
umph came in Syracuse, where 
Donald H. Mead, an assembly- 
man, defeated Democrat Alfred 
W. Haight. Mead will succeed 
Democratic Mayor Thomas J. 
Corcoran. The Syracuse charter 
does not permit a mayor to suc- 
ceed himself. 


The G.O.P. also wrested city 
hall control from Democrats in 
Corning, Oneida and Glens Falls, 
and from an Independent in Os- 
wego. 

Democratic Victories. 


Democratic candidates seized 
control from Republicans in six 
cities—Buffalo, Batavia, Beacon, 
Dunkirk, Lackawanna and Tona- 
wanda. 


Perhaps their outstanding 
victory was in Buffalo, where 
Steven Pankow, ah automobile 
dealer, defeated the Republican 
candidate, Fire Commissioner 
Harold C. Becker, by a plural- 
ity of 2650. The vote was 93,- 
098 to 90,493. 


Yesterday’s results dropped 
the number of Republican may- 
ors by one, to 33, and increased 
the number of Democratic may- 
ors by two, to 24. The non-par- 
tisans and independents dropped 
from six to five. 


Republicans Win Judgeships 
Race in Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4 (AP) 
—The Republicans swept to vic- 
tory in Pennsylvania today. 

The big G.O.P. vote in Phila- 
delphia helped carry into office 
the two Republican candidates 
for the. state superior court — 
Judge J. Colvin Wright of Bed- 
ford county and Judge Harold 
L. Ervin of Delewart county. 


The Democrats gained some 
solace in local contests—electing 
mayors to unprecedented third 
terms in Pittsburgh ond Scran- 
ton—but the big news from a 
G.O.P. standpoint was in Phila- 
delphia. 


Pennsylvania voters soundly 
defeated a move to authorize a 
constitutional convention that 
would rewrite the state’s 79- 
year-old code. The convention 
plan had the backing of both 
major parties and their leaders, 
including Gov. John S. Fine, but 
had been opposed by the state 
Grange and other groups. 


MAN ADMITS ASSAULTING, 
TORTURING FLORIDA BOY 


FT. LAUDERDALE, Fla., Nov. 
4 (UP)—A man who confessed 
torturing an 8-year-old boy by 
jabbing him with needles said 
today he was “given a clean bill 
of health” by doctors after two 
earlier convictions for sex of- 
fenses. 

The boy, Bruce Strandhagen, 
son of radio quizmaster Dr. 
Harry Strandhagen, was given 
a 50-50 chance to live after 
physicians removed a four-inch 
needle from his heart in a deli- 
cate operation yesterday.

CHICAGO, Nov. 4 (AP)—Rep- 
resentatives of the nation’s rail- 
roads told chiefs of 15 non-oper- 

d unions yesterday 
that their demands for health 
and welfare benefits and free 
transportation privileges are 
“not proper subjects for collec- 
tive bargaining under the Rail- 
way Labor Act.” 


The railroads declared that 
these démands “do not deal in 
any way with rates of pay, rules 
or working conditions on the 
railroads.” 


The roads said, however, that 
they are willing to negotiate the 
unions’ other demands. 


The carriers’ position was pre- 
sented to union negotiators in a 
statement at a meeting. 


The 15 non-operating unions 
represent about 1,000,000 rail- 
road workers who are not direct- 
ly involved in the operations of 
trains. They include principally 
railroad maintenance, shop and 
clerical forces.

Medicine Cabinet 


:By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


- HE family medicine cabinet is one place that usually 
T cscee spring and fall housecleaning. Partly filled 

bottles of old prescriptions accumulate while many of 
-the first-aid essentials are not even there. 

Too often poisonous solutions such as boric acid or an 
‘antiseptic sit right next to medicine that can be taken 
internally. Fatal mistakes can result from picking up the 
wrong bottle in the middle of the night. 

Mothers often call their family doctors in a panic 
after little son or daughter has swallowed a box of pills 
‘or some other forgotten medicine that can poison the child. 
-At certain ages, children will swallow anything within 
reach.

= FOR YOUR FAMILY’S PROTECTION, clean out that 
“medicine cabinet immediately. Discard all old prescriptions. 
“throw them allein the waste basket and then take the 
Waste basket out to the dump before the children rummage 
around in it. You will want fresh active medicine for 
future illnesses, instead of the drugs in aged bottles or 
boxes. 

Then stock your medicine cabinet with the essentials 
for first aid. You may not need them right away but when 
you do, having them handy is vitally important. 
~ First of all, buy a Red Cross First Aid Manual from 
your local Red Cross chapter. Study it carefully and re- 
read it every six months. The knowledge it contains may 
save a life or minimize suffering. 

Then place all poisons, such as antiseptics and disin- 
fectants, on the top shelf with the bandage material, so 
that you can’t possibly take them internally by mistake. 
Better still, tape a pin to the neck of the bottle so that it 
will stick you if you reach for it in the dark. Remember 
that sleeping pills or even aspirin can be poisonous by the 
handful to children. Place them out of reach, too. 


x * * 

ESSENTIAL FIRST AID MATERIALS besides band- 
ages and adhesive tape are: Lime water as an antidote to 
acids spilled or taken internally, aspirin tablets for pains, 
spirits of ammonia for faintness, and a jar of yellow vase- 
line jelly for lubricating enema tubes as well as for apply- 
ing to sore noses and chapped lips at bedtime. In addition, 
you will find handy some cough preparation recommended 
by your family doctor. 

Incidentally, an eye-cup has no place in the medicine 
cabinet. Bathing the eyes with solutions from an eye-cup 
carries germs into the eye with the possibility of infection 
unless the eye-cup is sterilized before each use. Since this 
rarely is done, eye-cups should not be used. 

Other first aid helps are in most kitchens. These in- 

. clude salt for heat prostration and in warm water to induce 
vomiting, baking soda for a watery paste on insect stings, 
and vinegar to neutralize lye burns.

She Tests Her Recipes on Duncan Hines 


Wife Travels 50,000 Miles a Year With Food-Testing Husband, but She's the Cook at Home

HE men who become guinea 

pigs at every meal while 

their wives try out a new 
recipe have a fellow lodge mem- 
ber in Duncan Hines. But thanks 
to the good cooking he gets in 
his own kitchen, he has no com- 
plaints—and no indigestion. 

In fact, there’s no such thing 
as a “typical menu” in the Hines 
household at Bowling Green, 
Ky. Mrs. Hines is too busy test- 
ing the new recipes and trying 
them out on her ewn dinner 
table before recommending them 
to others. She does, however, 
make a point of serving as often 
as possible his favorites of fried 
chicken and cream gravy, roast 
turkey and dressing, apple pie 
with sharp cheese, baked beans 
and hot biscuits. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hines were 
guests in St. Louis this week on 
another of their culinary tours 
that have led them probably 
into more restaurants and cer- 
tainly into more kitchens than 
any other couple. They travel 
about 50,000 miles a year, spend- 
ing only about three months in 
their Kentucky home. 

Even though her husband is a 
good cook and Las parlayed his 
love of good food into a hand- 
some career, it’s Mrs. Hines who 
presides over the kitchen stove 
and does all the family shop- 
ping, except the meat, which is 
her husband’s department, 

“Duncan really isn’t very hard 
to cook for,” she said. “He likes 
plain food better than exotic 
dishes, just sq it’s well prepared. 
We're up early and we go to 
bed early so we have our heavi- 
est meal at noon, with a light 
breakfast and light supper. 

“So far, I'm happy to say, 
there haven't been any real fail- 
ures—except one. I was expect- 
ing out-of-town guests for din- 
ner and they surprised me by 
arriving in time for lunch. There 
wasn't much in the house so I 
decided on some old-fashioned 
tomato soup, green salad and 
cake. 

“The soup was something I 
had made thousands of times 
before, using tomatoes and 
cream. But, brother, that time 
it really failed me. Curdle? 
Well, don’t ask me to give you 
the excruciating details.” 

After Mr. and Mrs. Hines re- 
questa special recipe from some 
restaurant where they have par- 
ticularly enjoyed a dish, it’s up 
to Mrs. Hines to cut it down to 
small portions and make sure 
it works in her kitchen before 
they recommend it to anyone 
else. 

“I don’t test foods just to be 
testing,” she says. “I work them 
into our menus. That’s why we 
never know just what we will 
be eating next week, and it’s 
not too often that we can get 
back around to our own special 
favorites. 

“Usually, the recipes are fine. 
The other day, though, I noticed 
one called for two different por- 
tions of sugar in the ingredients, 
and then down in the directions 
it mentioned cream.

“Selvage” was formerly 
spelled “selvedge.” It started as 
self edge!

HIS article is an inquiry 

into why Russia keeps up 

the war hysteria inside her 
own prison boundaries and 
why she persists in accusing 
other natiOéns of ‘“imperia)- 
ism” and “war-threats” 
against the Soviets. The rea- 
son is to be found in the 
Communist attitude toward 
work. 


The Christian attitude of 
work, against which Russia 
rebelled is this: all work has 
personal significance. A man 
works best on property which 
he controls, for example, a 
painter does better work on 
his canvas than on the neigh- 
bor’s walls. Production is for 
consumption; consumption is 
for virtuous living; virtuous 
living is for peace of soul here 
and hereafter. 


» * * 


THE COMMUNISTS substi- 
tuted the communal signifi- 
cance of work for the person- 
al significance. A man was 
supposed to work, not because 
of any benefits accrued to him 
as an individual, but because 
the Soviet State prospered. 


Such a communal ideal suc- 
ceeded for a time, as it would 
in a democracy during a 
“Clean-the-City - Week” or 


“Paint - Your - House - Week.” 


Democracies know very well 
that all projects for the com- 
munity must be of short dur- 
ation. Men will thrill for a 
week to picking up papers in 
a park or cleaning the street 
in front of the house, but after 
that, the citizens relax and 
say: “Let the city do it.” 
Communism tries to get 
workers to plunge themselves 
into State-projects or Soviet- 
plans, not for a week, or a 
year, but for the entire human 
existence of a worker. But 
they have discovered that the 
bare idea of service to “So- 
viet-property” does not pro- 
voke an enduring enthusiasm. 
Milking cows for the Malen- 
kov Dairy is fun for a week, 
but after that time human na- 
ture rebels and says that 
“since Malenkov gets the milk, 


let Malenkov clean the asta- 
bles.”

THE ANTI-HUMAN SOVI- 
ETS then tried another theory 
to keep ants working for the 
Soviet ant-hill. This was to 
propagandize the Stankhano- 
vist movement. Stankhano- 
vich was a worker‘who was 
supposed to mine twice as 
much coal as anyone else. 
His picture was -circulated 
throughout Russia, and each 
slave in each factory was in- 
duced to break his back to 
outdo his fellow-slave in boost- 
ing Soviet production. 


Thus the idea of personal 
competition for personal bene- 
fit which exists in the free 
world was substituted by per- 
sonal rivalry for Soviet bene- 
fit. Industrial heroism be- 
came substituted for moral 
heroism, and a hierarchy of 
privilege was built up among 
Stankhanovist workers in a 
totalitarianism where neither 
hierarchy or privilege was 
supposed to exist. 

Soon this cooled, because 
though the Soviet-mind may 
be strong to make more 
wealth for the socialistic 
state, the Soviet body could 
only endure just so much fa- 
tigue. As a boy’s stomach 
reaches an ice cream limit, so 
tne Soviet slave reached a 
production limit. 

Then came the next step. 
Though all property belonged 
to the State, the Soviets now 
decided to give every kolkhoz 
or state farmer two acres of 
land to cultivate for himself. 
This plan was in existence only 
a short time when the Soviet 
tyrants complained that the 
farmers were neglecting the 
Soviet harvests and caring for 
their own gardens.

The Soviets, having killed 
all personal initiative, had 
only one arrow left in their 
quiver, namely, to tell the 
workers that they are “encir- 
cled by Capitalist enemies”; 

“the outside world is bent on 
destroying the Soviet Father- 
land”; “the Western war- 
mongers are at our gates’; 
“the imperialists are coming 
and are about to attack.” The 
Soviet preaches peace; “we 
take over China to preserve 
peace; but the Captialist en- 
emy prepares to wage war.’ 


Such is the last and final 
gasp of Soviet tyranny. Fail- 
ing in every other way to 
keep workers enthusiastic by 
making collective pants for a 
collective state, they now 
have to resort to the psychol- 
ogy of the war-scare. 


If their cows gave no more 
milk, they may be induced to 
do so by telling them that 
wolves are in a nearby pas- 
ture. A boy who does not 
keep his shoes clean is now 
told that a boy in the next 
block is going to steal them. 

The only way left for the 
Soviets to keep the slaves 
happy is to threaten them 
with extermination. The pagan 
emperors kept their slaves 
content with circuses in which 
Christians were thrown to the 
beasts provided by the Em- 
perors themselves. The So- 
viet dictators keep their slaves 
content with a new kind of 
circus in which the slaves are 
told to work hard for the dic- 
tators so they will not be 
eaten by the “beasts of the 
foreign imperialists.” 


But if the truth were known 
the “beasts” are of Soviet 
origin as the Roman beasts 
were of Roman origin.

If 
you plan to do the repairs your- 
self, you are much better off if 
you simply cover the faulty 
plaster with some sort of wall- 
board, plaster board, plywood, 
insulating board or hardboard. 
The first thing you must do is 
to fasten strips of 1l-inch by 
2-inch over the existing wall to 
form a nailing base for the new 
wall material. These strips 
should be spaced about 16 inches 
apart and should run horizontal- 
ly across the wall. It is most 
important when nailing these 
strips to the wall that the nails 
used go through the plaster and 
into the wall studding or frame- 
work. If the nails are driven 
only into the plaster they will 
not hold for long or very well. 
After the strips are in place, 
the wallboard can be cut to size 
and nailed to the nailing strips.
